NEWTON, NH TOWN HALL STAGE CURTAINS 


In 2014 the Newton Historical Society undertook the project of restoring and repairing the 
two stage curtains that hang on the second floor of the town hall. The Newton 
“Advertising” curtain is 75 years old and the “Chain Bridge” curtain, which spans the 
Merrimac River from Amesbury to Newburyport, MA, is 123 years old. Both curtains 
were very dirty, torn and contained many holes. 


The Chain Bridge was painted by H. F. Grant in 1891 and the Advertising Curtain was 
painted by Robert Naves in 1939. 


After being turned down in 2013, the society was successful this year in obtaining a 
Mooseplate Grant from the NH State Council on the Arts which funded 87 % of the cost. 
The Town of Newton contributed 10 % and the Historical Society the remaining 3 %. The 
cost of the restoration project was just under $8,000.00. 


In November and December of this year, four (4) Conservators from the Curtains Without 
Borders Group of VT, and fifteen (15) volunteers from the Historical Society, began the 
tedious task of cleaning and repairing the curtains. After approximately one hundred (100) 
“man/women hours” of labor, the restored curtains were re-hung with new hardware to 
allow the raising and lowering of the front curtain. The plan is to alternately display the 
two curtains. 


It is not know exactly how these curtains came to be in the possession of the Town of 
Newton, however, they are a wonderful reflection of the culture and history of our town. 
The Historical Society is proud to have been able to accomplish their restoration and repair 
for the enjoyment of the current and future residents of Newton.

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RECORDS OF TOWN MEETING 


DELIBERATIVE SESSION MINUTES 
FEBRUARY 1, 2014 
NEWTON TOWN HALL 


The meeting was opened by Moderator Robert Dezmelyk at 9:00 A.M., starting with the Pledge of 
Allegiance, followed by introductions of the official in attendance: Select-board members Charles 
Melvin Sr., Robert Donovan Jr., and Raymond Thayer, Town Administrator Nancy Wrigley, Office 
Manager Mary Winglass, Town Clerk/Tax Collector Mary-Jo McCullough and Deputy Chery] 
Saunders, and Supervisors of the Checklist Lisa Fortin and Barbara White. 


Mr. Dezmelyk welcomed the legislative body to the 265" Town Meeting of Newton, which was 
founded in 1749, well before the country was formed. He added that he hoped the meeting would 
not be as rancorous as the meetings back then, whereas after one such meeting the people 
petitioned the kings’ representatives to have a do-over of Town Meeting. He added that they were 
a feisty back then, doing what they needed to do to rule the town and bring it forward, and we have 
an obligation today to do the same thing. He went on to explain that we no longer have the 
traditional Town Meeting in place, where everything happened in one session, and we stayed as 
long as it took, sometimes taking a break where people would call supporters to come down to 
vote on the issues. Today, it is done in two phases, Deliberative Session being the first phase 
where we go through the warrant, discussing and amending articles, and then vote on the warrant 
at the polls a few weeks later. 


After a few housekeeping items, Mr. Dezmelyk proceeded to read the warrant. 
THE POLLS WILL BE OPENING FROM 8:00 A.M. TO 8:00 P.M. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newton, N.H. in the County of Rockingham, in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs; you are hereby notified to meet for the first session of the annual 
meeting, which shall be for the explanation, discussion and debate of each warrant article and the 
transaction of all business other than voting by official ballot to be held at the Newton Town Hall 
on Saturday, February 1, 2014 at 9:00 AM; the second session to be held at the Newton 
Town Hall, in said Newton, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at eight o’clock in 
the forenoon, to choose all necessary Town officers for the ensuing year by official ballot, and to 
vote on all issues before the Town of Newton on the official ballot; the polls to be open at eight 
o’clock in the forenoon and to close not earlier than eight o’clock in the evening. 


1. To elect all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


2. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by petition of 25 or more 
legal voters in the Town of Newton to amend the Newton Zoning Ordinance as follows? 


Change the Section XXV Light Industrial /Commercial Zone Area Regulations 


From Current: a. Side yard 200 foot structural setback with a minimum of 50 foot undisturbed 
natural buffer when abutting any other zone. Any additional buffer that may 
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be required by the Planning Board up to but not exceeding 1,500 feet for a side 
yard that abuts any other zone 
b. Rear yard 200 foot structural setback with a minimum 50 foot undisturbed 
natural buffer when abutting any other zone. Any additional buffer that may 
be required by the Planning Board up to but not exceeding 1,500 feet for a rear 
yard that abuts any other zone, plus adequate provision for off-street parking as 
determined by the Planning Board. 
c. No building shall be set within 75 feet of the centerline of the street nor within 
50 feet of any lot line within the Light Industrial/Commercial Zone. 
To Proposed: a. Front yard 50 foot building setback 
b. Side Yard 50 foot building setback 
c. Rear yard 50 foot building setback 
d. Aminimum 50 foot undisturbed natural buffer when abutting a residential zone. 


THE PLANNING BOARD DOES NOT RECOMMEND THIS ARTICLE 7-0 


Planning Board Vice-Chair James Doggett spoke to the body and explained the meaning and 
intent of this article.

3. “Shall the Town of Newton raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts 
set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the 
purposes set forth therein, totaling $2,978,251.00? Should this article be defeated, the default 
budget shall be $2,978,351.00, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by 
previous action of the Town of Newton or by law; or the governing body may hold one special 


meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only.” 


THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN DOES RECOMMEND THIS ARTICLE 2-0 


Selectmen Thayer stated that he was not at the Public Hearing where the recommendation vote 
was taken, and he would like to now vote NOT to recommend this article. He preferred the amount 
in the default budget. 


James Doggett made a motion that the tax impact be added to this article. TA Nancy Wrigley said 
that we need to wait for Warrant Article #4 to pass first, then next year the impact can be on the 
article, this all according to NH DRA. After discussion it was decided that the impact can be put 
IN the article as an amendment, and if Article #4 passes, then it would be mandated that the 
impact be printed under the BOS recommendation. 


Mr. Thayer then made a statement that the budget is padded, and he wanted the people to be 
aware. 


Selectmen Donovan stated that all budgets are prepared by department heads then reviewed by the 
BOS and are approved in a Selectmen's meeting that Mr. Thayer was in attendance. 
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TA Nancy Wrigley stated that every department head is asked to stay within 2% of their current 
budget and that there were many that came in below and is not sure where Mr. Thayer's statement 
is coming from because there is absolutely no padding in this budget. 


Bill Landry, Cemetery Trustee and Historical Society President, stated that if Mr. Thayer is making 
accusations that there is fat in the budget, then it is his responsibility to show where it can be cut. 


John Neveux asked for an explanation on why the impact would be a § .16 increase if the budget is 
actually $100.00 less than the default. 


Several department heads commented on the fact that the budget is NOT padded and would like to 
know where this “fat” is in the budget. 


Town Clerk/Tax Collector Mary-Jo McCullough pointed out that when the Selectmen meet with the 
Department Heads to go over the budgets and work with them to cut or shift money, they then 
approve the budget. The presented budget is what the Selectmen approve, and she is confused 
over this “padding” issue. 


TA Nancy Wrigley added that all 3 Selectmen approved all budgets, and if there is ever any 
lefiover money at the end of the year, it is put back into the General Fund. She also stated that we 
do not spend money frivolously and are very cautious of spending, and that Mr. Thayer s statement 
is uncalled for and she is disappointed with that statement. 


Mr. Dezmelyk addressed the question posed by John Neveux and explained why, if the budget is 
less than the default, then how can there be an increase in the tax impact. 


Chief Streeter asked for a sidebar, Mr. Dezmelyk said it was probably not appropriate. He stated 
that it was important, so Mary-Jo McCullough suggested a short recess and the Moderator was ok 
with that if the voters agreed. James Doggett stated that he had a motion on the floor and could 
we act on that motion. 


Motion to add the tax impact to the body of the warrant article was seconded. Discussion 
followed, confusion ensued, and James Doggett offered to reword his amendment while the recess 
was taken. The body then voted unanimously to recess for 10 minutes. 

The Moderator reconvened the meeting within 10 minutes of recess and conveyed that he spoke 
with Selectman Thayer downstairs and shared with him that “he was not feeling well and is 
fighting some challenges that he has on a personal health level and he did not feel that the 
statements he was making this morning reflected his general feeling, that as he was out of sorts, 
not feeling well and not representing himself the way he wanted to, so he felt that it would be 
appropriate for him to return home”. Mr. Dezmelyk added that someone was taking Selectman 
Thayer home so he could rest there, noting that it was an unpleasant situation for Thayer and that 
he expressed his concerns with his circumstances at the moment and with what we are trying to do 
here. 
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Mr. Dezmelyk then moved along to the original motion, which was seconded by several. James 
Doggett offered the reworded amendment, adding words, to read, “The budget increase from the 
2013 ACTUAL budget to the 2014 PROPOSED budget represents a tax impact increase of 
$.16 per $1000.00 of assessed value.” The amendment carries unanimously by voice vote.

Road Agent Mike Pivero spoke in favor of this article, explaining that road crews have always been 
part time, but the Town is growing and for 3 years he has approached this subject to make Ron full 
time. He compared the reasoning to the need for the full time Librarian; a loyal and dependable 
employee, and for what we pay him for what he does, would be nearly impossible to replace. He 
also pointed out that this person has always shown up for work, no matter what the weather or 
time of day or night. Mike added that Ron works with all the other departmenis, and for the 3cents 
on the thousand, it would be money well spent. 

Selectmen Melvin said he was not in favor of this because it is not a necessity. He sees what 
happens with retirement benefits we have to pay at the School which right now is 1.2 million 
dollars and he doesnt want to be a part of getting the Town into something like this in the future. 
He also sees the payroll slips for some road work and weed whacking and it’s costing a lot of 
money. 

Selectman Donovan voted to recommend this because he has worked with Ron in emergencies, has 
done work on his own time, on his days off, to help this Town, and he believes that he is a valuable 
employee and deserves to be full time and have benefits. 

Chief Streeter also spoke in favor of this article. 

James Doggett made an amendment to add the tax impact statement, “This article would result 
in a $.03 increase per $1000.00 of assessed value to be raised by taxes.” Motion was seconded 
and carried by voice vote.

If 
they were to meet after the fact, then yes, they could change the recommendations. 


Mr. Dezmelyk reminded the body of Candidates Night which will be held on February 1 9" at 7:00 
pm at Town Hall, and also to Vote at Town Hall on March 11 " With polls opening at 8am and 
closing at 8pm. 

Richard Dupre stated that we should not ignore the fact that Selectmen Thayer s’recommendation 


on Article #3 should not be ignored, as off the wall that it was, it was still his recommendation. 
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Jack Kozec brought up the fact that on the Sanborn Regional School District's warrant, there is a 
citizen S petition article to rescind the provisions of SB2, and he would like someone to explain the 
ramifications of this for the newer residents in town that may not be aware of what is SB2. 


The Moderator, the Town Clerk and James Doggett all commented on this issue, explaining best 
they could on SB2. 


Motion to recess until March 11, 2014 made by Mr. Doggett, seconded by many, carried by voice 
vole.

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CONFLICT OF INTEREST 


Observation 


During the year ended December 31, 2013, the Town of Newton’s Board of Selectmen consisted of three 
individuals. Through inquiry, we noted that one of the Town’s Selectmen engaged in related party 
transactions whereby a business owned by the Selectman rendered services to the Town. 


Town procedures require a majority of Selectmen to authorize and approve the checks to be paid from 
the finance office. In several instances throughout the year, we noted that this Selectman approved 
manifests for payment that included checks issued to his business. We further noted that only two of the 
Selectmen were present to authorize these disbursements resulting in a conflict of interest by this Board 
member. 


Implication 


Payments are being issued for related party services without approval from a majority of the Selectmen 
that have no financial interest. 


Recommendation 
We recommend that the Town’s Board of Selectmen adopt a conflict of interest ordinance in accordance 


with RSA 31:39-a. This ordinance would allow the Board to define and regulate conflicts of interest for 
local officers and employees, whether elected or appointed.

3. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No.2 as proposed by the Planning Board for 
the Town of Newton Zoning Ordinance as follows? 


Amend Section XXXVII Personal Wireless Service Facilities. The revisions bring the language 
of the Town of Newton Zoning Ordinance into compliance with recent changes to federal and 


state laws regarding modifications to existing cell towers and co-location of cell tower facilities 
on an existing building or structure. 


The changes are in BOLD and struck ext as follows: 


SECTION XXXVII__PERSONAL WIRELESS SERVICE FACILITIES (Added March 2002) 
I. AUTHORITY 


This ordinance is adopted by the Town of Newton at the 2002 Town Meeting, in accordance 
with the authority as granted in New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated 674:16 and 674:21, 
procedurally under the guidance of 675:1, II and in accordance with RSA 12-K. 


Il. PURPOSE AND GOALS 


This Ordinance is enacted in order to effectuate the following goals and standards in permitting 


the siting of Personal Wireless Services Facilities (PWSF) in accordance with federal and state 
law: 


(a) To facilitate the review and approval of personal wireless services facilities by the 
Town's Planning Board in keeping with the Town's existing ordinances and established 
development patterns, including the size and spacing of structures and open spaces. This 
ordinance is intended to be applied in conjunction with other ordinances and regulations adopted 
by the Town, including historic district ordinances, site plan review regulations and other local 


ordinances designed to encourage appropriate land use, environmental protection, and provision 
of adequate infrastructure development. 
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(b) Preserve the authority of Newton to regulate and to provide for reasonable opportunity 
for the sitting of PWSF. 


(c) Reduce adverse impacts such facilities may create, including, but not limited to; impacts 
on aesthetics, environmentally sensitive areas, historically significant locations, flight corridors, 
health and safety by injurious accidents to person and property, and prosperity through protection 
of property values. To minimize the visual and environmental impacts of personal wireless 
services facilities by avoiding the deployment of PWSF’s that service substantially the same 
service area. 


(d) Encourage Require, where technically feasible, co-location and minimal impact sitting 
options through an assessment of technology, current location options, future available locations, 
innovative sitting techniques, and sitting possibilities beyond the political jurisdiction of the 
Town. 


(e) Permit the construction of new PWSF only where all other reasonable opportunities for 
co-location have been exhausted. 


(f) Require the configuration of PWSF in a way that minimizes the adverse visual impact of 
the facilities and antennas. 


(g) | Require cooperation and co-location, to the highest extent possible, between competitors 
in order to reduce cumulative negative impacts upon the Town of Newton. 


(h) Provide constant maintenance and safety inspections for any and all facilities. 


(i) Provide for the removal of abandoned facilities that are no longer inspected for safety 
concerns and code compliance. Provide a mechanism for the Town of Newton to remove these 
abandoned towers to protect the citizens from imminent harm and danger. 


(j) Provide for the removal or upgrade of facilities that are technologically outdated. 


(k) The regulation of personal wireless services facilities is consistent with the purpose of the 
Newton Master Plan to further the conservation and preservation of developed, natural and 
undeveloped areas, wildlife, flora and habitats for endangered species; the preservation and 
protection of the natural resources of Newton; balanced economic growth; the provision of 
adequate capital facilities; the coordination of the provision of adequate capital facilities with the 
achievement of other goals; and the preservation of historical, cultural, archaeological, 
architectural and recreational values. 


I. APPLICABILITY 
(a) Public Property 


Antennas or towers located on property owned, leased, or otherwise controlled by the Town may 
be exempt from the requirements of this ordinance. This partial exemption shall be available if a 
license or lease authorizing such antenna or tower has been approved by the governing body and 
the governing body elects subject to state law and local ordinance, to seek the partial exemption 
from this Ordinance and provided that the facility will be at least partially available for public 
purpose. 
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(b) Amateur Radio; and/or Receive-Only Antennas 


This ordinance shall not govern any tower, or the installation of any antenna that is under 70 feet 
in height and is owned and operated by a federally-licensed amateur radio station operator or is 
used exclusively for receive only antennas. This ordinance adopts the provisions and limitations 
as referenced in RSA 674:16, IV. 


Modification of existing amateur radio facilities for commercial use shall require full town 
review in accordance with this ordinance. 


(c) Essential Services & Public Utilities 


PWSF shall not be considered infrastructure, essential services, or public utilities, as defined or 
used elsewhere in the Town's ordinances and regulations. Sitting for PWSF is a use of land, and 
is addressed by this ordinance. 


(d) This ordinance shall not apply to PWSF that fall under limitations of RSA 12-K. 
IV. DEFINITIONS 


(a) Above Ground Level (AGL): A measurement of neigh from the natural grade of a site to 
the highest point of a structure. 


(b) Alternative tower structure: Innovative sitting techniques that shall mean man-made 
trees, clock towers, bell steeples, light poles, and similar alternative-design mounting structures 
that camouflage or conceal the presence of antennas or towers. 


(c) Antenna: The surface from which wireless radio signals are sent and received by a 
personal wireless service facility. 


(d) Average tree canopy height: Means the average height found by inventorying the height 
above ground level of all trees over a specified height within a specified radius. 


(e) Carrier: Means a person that provides personal wireless services. 


(f) Co-location: The placement or installation of new PWSFs on existing towers or 
mounts, including electrical transmission towers and water towers, as well as existing 
buildings and other structures capable of structurally supporting the attachment of PWSFs

(g) Elevation: The measurement of height above sea level. 


(h) Environmental Assessment (EA): An EA is the document required by the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) and the National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA) when 
a personal wireless service facility is placed in certain designated areas. 


(i) Equipment shelter: Means an enclosed structure, cabinet, shed vault, or box near the base 


of a mount within which are housed equipment for PWSFs, such as batteries and electrical 
equipment. 
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(j) FAA: An acronym that shall mean the Federal Aviation Administration. 
(k) | FCC: An acronym that shall mean the Federal Communications Commission. 


(1) Fall Zone: The area on the ground within a prescribed radius from the base of a personal 
wireless service facility. The fall zone is the area within which there is a potential hazard from 
falling debris (such as ice) or collapsing material. 


(m) Functionally Equivalent Services: Cellular, Personal Communication Services (PCS), 
Enhanced Specialized Mobile Radio, Specialized Mobile Radio and Paging. 


(n) | Guyed Tower: A monopole or lattice tower that is tied to the ground or other surface by 
diagonal cables. 


(o) Height: Shall mean, when referring to a tower or other structure, the distance measured 


from ground level to the highest point on the tower or other structure, even if said highest point 
is an antenna. 


(p) Lattice Tower: A type of mount that is self-supporting with multiple legs and cross- 
bracing of structural steel. 


(q) Licensed Carrier: A company authorized by the FCC to construct and operate a 
commercial mobile radio services system. 


(r) Modification: The replacement or alteration of an existing PWSF within a 


previously approved equipment compound or upon a previously approved mount. Routine 
maintenance of an approved PWSF shall not be considered a modification. 


(s) Monopole: The type of mount that is self-supporting with a single shaft of wood, steel or 
concrete and a platform (or racks) for panel antennas arrayed at the top. 


(t) Mount: The structure or surface upon which antennas are mounted and includes 
roof-mounted, side-mounted, ground-mounted, and structure-mounted antennas on an 
existing building, as well as an ees transmission tower Fete water MES and 

cag Heaps Dies Vieansth 





(u) Omni directional (whip) antenna: A thin rod that beams and receives a signal in all 
directions. 


(v) Panel Antenna: A flat surface antenna usually developed in multiples. 


(w) Personal Wireless Service Facility or PWSF or facility: means any PWSF as defined in 
the federal Telecommunications Act of 1996, 47 U.S.C. section 332(c)(7)(C)(ii), including 
facilities used or to be used by a licensed provider of personal wireless services. 


(x) Personal Wireless Services: Means any wireless telecommunications services, and 
commercial mobile services including cellular telephone services, personal communications 
services, and mobile and radio paging services as defined in the federal Telecommunications Act 
of 1996, 47 U.S.C. section 332 (c)(7)(C)(i). 
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(y) Planning Board or Board: Shall mean the Town of Newton Planning Board and the 
regulator of this ordinance. 


(Z) Preexisting towers and antennas: Shall mean any tower or antenna lawfully constructed 
or permitted prior to the adoption of this ordinance. Shall also mean any tower or antenna 
lawfully constructed in accordance with this ordinance that predates an application currently 
before the Board. 


(aa) Radio frequency radiation: Means the emissions from personal wireless service facilities. 


(bb) Security Barrier: A locked, impenetrable wall or fence that completely seals an area from 
unauthorized entry or trespass. 


(cc) Separation: The distance between one carrier's array of antennas and another carrier's 
array. 


(dd) Stealth Application: Means, for a PWSF, designed to look like a structure which may 
commonly be found in the area surrounding a proposed PWSF such as, but not limited to, 
flagpoles, light poles, traffic lights, or artificial tree poles. Also means, for a personal wireless 
service facility one that is disguised, hidden, part of an existing or proposed structure, or placed 
within an existing or proposed structure. (Stealth application is often referred to as 
“camouflaged” technology.) 


(ce) Substantial Modification: The mounting of a proposed PWSF on a tower or mount 

which, as a result of single or successive modification applications: 

1. Increases or results in the increase of the permitted vertical height of a tower, or the 
existing vertical height of a mount, by either more than 10 percent or the height of 
one additional antenna array with separation from the nearest existing antenna not 
to exceed 20 feet, whichever is greater; or 

Ze Involves adding an appurtenance to the body of a tower or mount that protrudes 
horizontally from the edge of the tower or mount more than 20 feet, or more than 
the width of the tower or mount at the level of the appurtenance, whichever is 
greater, except where necessary to shelter the antenna from inclement weather or to 
connect the antenna to the tower or mount via cable; or 

<? Increases or results in the increase of the permitted square footage of the existing 
equipment compound by more than 2,500 square feet; or 

4. Adds to or modifies a camouflaged PWSF in a way that would defeat the effect of 
the camouflage. 


(ff) | Telecommunications Facilities: Shall mean any structure, antenna, tower, or other device 
which provides commercial mobile wireless services, unlicensed wireless services, cellular 
phone services, specialized mobile radio communications (SMR), and personal communications 
service (PCS), and common carrier wireless exchange access services. 


(gg) Tower: Shall mean any structure that is designed and constructed primarily for the 
purpose of supporting one or more antennas, including self-supporting lattice towers, guy towers, 
or monopole towers. The term includes radio and television transmission towers, microwave 


towers, common-carrier towers, cellular telephone towers, alternative tower structures, and the 
like. 
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V. CONDITIONAL USE PERMITS 


(a) All proposals considered for development under the Personal Wireless Facilities 
Ordinance shall obtain a Conditional Use Permit from the Planning Board, unless exempt under 
RSA 12-K. The conditional use permit shall clearly set forth all conditions of approval and shall 
clearly list all plans, drawings and other submittals that are part of the approved use. Everything 
shown or otherwise indicated on a plan or submittal that is listed on the conditional use permit 
shall be considered to be a condition of approval. Construction shall not deviate from the stated 
conditions without approval of the modification by the Planning Board. 


(b)  Allapplicable standards in this ordinance must be met and/or impacts mitigated to the 
satisfaction of the Planning Board prior to the granting of a Conditional Use Permit.

(c) Possible decisions rendered by the Planning Board, include Approval, Approval with 
Conditions, or Denial. All decisions shall be rendered in writing, and a Denial shall be in writing 
and based upon substantial evidence contained in the written record. 


VI. SITING STANDARDS 
(a) Use Regulations 


A personal wireless service facility shall require a conditional use permit, unless exempt under 
RSA 12-K, im-all-eases and may be permitted as follows: 





1) A personal wireless service facility involving construction of one or more ground or 
building (roof or side) mounts shall require a Conditional Use Permit and may locate in all 
zoning districts within the Town. 


2) A personal wireless service facility that exceeds the height restrictions of Section VI (d) 
may be permitted by Conditional Use Permit in a designated Wireless Service Overlay District as 
defined by Newton Zoning Map as areas designated as Commercial and Light 
Industrial/Commercial. 


3) Principal or Secondary Use: An applicant who successfully obtains permission to site 
under this ordinance as a second and permitted use may construct PWSF in addition to the 
existing permitted use. PWSF may be considered either principal or secondary uses. A different 
existing use or an existing structure on the same lot shall not preclude the installation of an 
antenna or tower on such lot. For purposes of determining whether the installation of a tower or 
antenna complies with local development regulations, including but not limited to set-back 
requirements, lot-coverage requirements, and other such requirements, the dimensions of the 
entire lot shall control, even though the antennas or towers may be located on leased parcels 
within such lots. PWSF that are constructed in accordance with the provisions of this ordinance 
shall not be deemed to constitute the expansion of a nonconforming use or structure. Nor shall 
such facilities be deemed to be an "accessory use”. 
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(b) Location 


Applicants seeking approval for personal wireless services facilities shall comply with the 
following: 


1) If feasible, personal wireless services facilities shall be located on existing structures, 
including but not limited to buildings, water towers, existing telecommunications facilities, 
utility poles and towers, and related facilities, provided that such installation preserves the 
character and integrity of those structures. In particular, applicants are urged to consider use of 
existing telephone and electric utility structures as sites for one or more personal wireless service 
facilities. The applicant shall have the burden of proving that there are no feasible existing 
structures upon which to locate. 


2) The applicant proposing to build a new tower shall submit an agreement with the Town 
that maximizes allowance of co-location upon the new structure. Such statement shall become a 
condition to any approval. This statement shall, at a minimum, require the applicant to supply 
available co-location for reasonable fees and costs (prevailing rates) to other telecommunications 
providers. Failure to provide such an agreement is evidence that the applicant's proposed facility 


will not integrate with the overall telecommunications facility planning of Newton, and grounds 
for a Denial. 


3) The applicant shall submit the engineering information detailing the size and coverage 
required for the facility location. The Planning Board may have this and any other information 
reviewed by a consultant for verification of any claims made by the applicant regarding 
technological limitations and feasibility for alternative locations. Cost for this review shall be 
borne by the applicant in accordance with 676:4 I (g). 


4) If the applicant demonstrates that it is not feasible to locate on an existing structure, 
personal wireless services facilities shall be designed so as to be camouflaged to the greatest 
extent possible, including but not limited to: use of compatible building materials and colors, 
screening, landscaping and placement within trees. 


5) The applicant shall submit documentation of the legal right to install and use the 


proposed facility mount at the time of application for a building permit and/or conditional use 
permit. 








(c) Height Requirements 


1) Height, General: Regardless of the type of mount, personal wireless services facilities 
shall be no higher than ten feet above the average height of buildings or trees within 300 feet of 
the proposed facility. In addition, the height of a personal wireless service facility shall not 
exceed by more than ten feet the height limits of the zoning district in which the facility is 
proposed to be located, unless the facility is completely camouflaged such as within a flagpole, 
steeple, chimney, or similar structure. Personal wireless services facilities may locate on a 
building that is legally non-conforming with respect to height, provided that the facilities do not 
project above the existing building height. 


2) Height, Ground-Mounted Facilities: Ground-mounted personal wireless services facilities 
shall not project higher than ten feet above the average building height or, if there are no 
buildings within 300 feet, these facilities shall not project higher than ten feet above the average 
tree canopy height, measured from average ground level (AGL). If there are no buildings within 
300 feet of the proposed site of the facility, all ground-mounted personal wireless services 
facilities shall be surrounded by dense tree growth to screen views of the facility in all directions. 
These trees may be existing on the subject property or planted on site. 


3) Height, Side- and Roof-Mounted Facilities: Side- and roof-mounted personal wireless 
services facilities shall not project more than ten feet above the height of an existing building nor 
project more than ten feet above the height limit of the zoning district within which the facility is 
located. Personal wireless services facilities may locate on a building that is legally non- 
conforming with respect to height, provided that the facilities do not project above the existing 
building height. 


4) Height, Existing Structures: New antennas located on any of the following structures 
existing on the effective date of this ordinance shall be exempt from the height restrictions of this 
ordinance provided that there is no increase in height of the existing structure as a result of the 


installation of a personal wireless service facility: water towers, guyed towers, lattice towers, fire 
towers and monopoles. 
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5) Height, Existing Structures, (Utility): New antennas located on any of the following 
existing structures shall be exempt from the height restrictions of this ordinance provided that 
there is no more than a twenty foot (20) increase in the height of the existing structure as a result 
of the installation of a personal wireless service facility: electric transmission and distribution 


towers, telephone poles and similar existing utility structures. This exemption shall not apply in 
historic districts. 


6) Height, Wireless Facility Overlay Districts: Where the town establishes Wireless Facility 
Overlay Districts (as designated on the town zoning map), personal wireless services facilities of 
up to 150 feet in height may be permitted by Conditional Use Permit. Monopoles are the 
preferred type of mount for such taller structures. Such structures shall comply with all setback 
and Conditional Use Permit regulations set forth in this Ordinance. 


(d) Setbacks 


1) All personal wireless services facilities and their equipment shelters shall comply with 
the building setback provisions of the zoning district in which the facility is located. 


2) In order to ensure public safety, the minimum distance from the base of any ground- 
mounted personal wireless service facility to any property line, road, habitable dwelling, 
business or institutional use, or public recreational area shall be the height of the facility/mount, 
including any antennas or other appurtenances. This setback is considered a "fall zone." 


3) In the event that an existing structure is proposed as a mount for a personal wireless 
service facility, a fall zone shall not be required, but the setback provisions of the zoning district 
shall apply. In the case of pre-existing non-conforming structures, personal wireless services 
facilities and their equipment shelters shall not increase any non-conformities. 


4) Towers over 90 feet in height shall not be located within one-quarter mile of any existing 
tower that is over 90 feet in height. 


5) In reviewing a Conditional Use Permit application for a personal wireless service facility, 
the Planning Board may reduce the required fall zone and/or setback distance of the zoning 
district, if it finds that a substantially better design will result from such reduction. In making 


such a finding, the Planning Board shall consider both the visual and safety impacts of the 
proposed use. 


Vil. DESIGN STANDARDS 
Visibility/Camouflage: Personal wireless services facilities shall be camouflaged as follows: 
(a) Camouflage by Existing Buildings or Structures 


1) When a personal wireless service facility extends above the roof height of a building on 
which it is mounted, every effort shall be made to conceal the facility within or behind existing 
architectural features to limit its visibility from public ways. Facilities mounted on a roof shall be 
stepped back from the front facade in order to limit their impact on the building's silhouette. 
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2) Personal wireless services facilities which are side mounted shall blend with the existing 
building's architecture and shall be painted or shielded with material which is consistent with the 
design features and materials of the building. 


(b) Camouflage by Vegetation 


If personal wireless services facilities are not camouflaged from public viewing areas by existing 
buildings or structures, they shall be surrounded by buffers of dense tree growth and under story 
vegetation in all directions to create an effective year-round visual buffer. Ground-mounted 
personal wireless services facilities shall provide a vegetated buffer of sufficient height and 
depth to effectively screen the facility. Trees and vegetation may be existing on the subject 
property or installed as part of the proposed facility or a combination of both. The Planning 
Board shall determine the types of trees and plant materials and depth of the needed buffer based 
on site conditions. 


(c) Color 


1) Personal wireless services facilities which are side-mounted on buildings shall be painted 
or constructed of materials to match the color of the building material directly attached thereto. 


2) To the extent that any personal wireless services facilities extend above the height of the 
vegetation immediately surrounding it, they shall be painted in a color determined best to blend 
in with the natural surroundings and/or background. 


(d) | Equipment Shelters 
1) Equipment shelters shall be located in underground vaults; or 


2) Equipment shelters shall be designed consistent with architectural styles and materials 
per the town’s site plan review regulations. 


3) Equipment shelters shall be camouflaged behind an effective year-round landscape 
buffer, equal to the height of the proposed building, and/or wooden fence. The Planning Board 
shall determine the style of fencing and/or landscape buffer that is compatible with the 
neighborhood. 


(e) Lighting and Signage 


1) Personal wireless services facilities shall be lighted only if required by the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA). Lighting of equipment structures and any other facilities on site 
shall be shielded from abutting properties. There shall be total cutoff of all light at the property 
lines of the parcel to be developed. 


2) Signs shall be limited to those needed to identify the property and the owner and warn of 
any danger. All signs shall comply with the requirements of the Town's sign regulations. 


3) All ground mounted personal wireless services facilities shall be surrounded by a security 
barrier. 


(f) Historic Buildings and Districts 
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1) Any personal wireless services facilities located on or within an historic structure, as 
designated by the town, shall not alter the character-defining features, distinctive construction 
methods, or original historic materials of the building. 


2) Any alteration made to an historic structure to accommodate a personal wireless service 
facility shall be fully reversible. 


3) Personal wireless services facilities within an historic district shall be concealed within or 
behind existing architectural features, or shall be located so that they are not visible from public 
roads and viewing areas within the district. 


(g) Scenic Landscapes and Vistas 


1) Any personal wireless service facility that is located within 300 feet of a scenic vista, 
scenic landscape or scenic road, as designated by the town shall not exceed the height of 
vegetation at the proposed location. If the facility is located farther than 300 feet from the scenic 
vista, scenic landscape or scenic road, the height regulations described elsewhere in this 
ordinance will apply. 


(h) Environmental Standards 


1) Personal wireless services facilities shall not be located in wetlands. Locating of wireless 
facilities in wetland buffer areas shall be avoided whenever possible and disturbance to wetland 
buffer areas shall be minimized. 


2) No hazardous waste shall be discharged on the site of any personal wireless service 
facility. If any hazardous materials are to be used on site, there shall be provisions for full 
containment of such materials. An enclosed containment area shall be provided with a sealed 


floor, designed to contain at least 110% of the volume of the hazardous materials stored or used 
on the site. 


3) Ground-mounted equipment for personal wireless services facilities shall not generate 
noise in excess of 50 db at the property line. 


4) Roof-mounted or side-mounted equipment for personal wireless services facilities shall 


not generate noise in excess of 50 db at ground level at the base of the building closest to the 
antenna. 


5) Back-up power generation equipment may exceed the required decibel levels if necessary 
to maintain power to the PWSF during temporary power outages. 


(i) Safety Standards 

1) All equipment proposed for a personal wireless service facility shall be authorized per the 
FCC Guidelines for Evaluating the Environmental Effects of Radiofrequency Radiation (FCC 
Guidelines). 


2) Towers shall be enclosed by security fencing not less than six feet in height and shall also 
be equipped with an appropriate anti-climbing device. 
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3) To ensure the structural integrity of towers and antennas, the owner of a tower shall 
ensure that it is maintained in compliance with standards contained in applicable local building 
codes. If, upon inspection, the Town concludes that a tower fails to comply with such codes and 
standards and constitutes a danger to persons or property, then upon notice being provided to the 
owner of the tower, the owner shall have 30 days to bring such tower into compliance with such 
standards. If the owner fails to bring such tower into compliance within 30 days, such action 
shall constitute an abandonment and grounds for the removal of the tower or antenna as 
abandoned, in accordance with Section XII at the owners expense through execution of the 
posted security. 


(j) Modifications 


A substantial modification, as defined by RSA 12-K, of a personal wireless service facility 
may be considered equivalent to an application for a new personal wireless service facility and 
will require a Conditional Use Permit when the following events apply: 


a. The applicant and/or co-applicant wants to alter the terms of the Conditional Use Permit 
by changing the personal wireless service facility in one or more of the following ways: 

1. Change in the number of facilities permitted on the site; 

2. Change in technology used for the personal wireless service facility. 


b. The applicant and/or co-applicant wants to add any equipment or additional height not 
specified in the original design filing. 


(k) Reconstruction or Replacement of Existing Towers and Monopoles 


Guyed towers, lattice towers, utility towers and monopoles in existence at the time of adoption of 
this Ordinance may be reconstructed, altered, extended or replaced on the same site by 
Conditional Use Permit, provided that the Planning Board finds that such reconstruction, 
alteration, extension or replacement will not be substantially more detrimental to the 
neighborhood and/or the Town than the existing structure. In making such a determination, the 
Planning Board shall consider whether the proposed reconstruction, alteration, extension or 
replacement will create public benefits such as opportunities for co-location, improvements in 
public safety, and/or reduction in visual and environmental impacts. No reconstruction, 
alteration, extension or replacement shall exceed the height of the existing facility by more than 
twenty (20) feet.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


2014 was a challenging but successful year for the Newton Board of Selectmen. The Board 
continued to manage the prudential affairs of the town while looking for opportunities for growth 
and financial savings. 


Changes 


We saw the retirement of long time Selectman Raymond Thayer. The Board thanks Selectman 
Thayer for his many years of service on the Board and as Town Clerk. Town Meeting took place on 
March 11, 2014. As decided by warrant the year before, the Select Board would grow from 3 to 5 
members. In March, the Board welcomed new Selectmen Matthew Burrill, James Doggett and 
Lawrence Foote. This change in membership proved to be very successful, allowing the Board to 
better share responsibilities and hold meetings despite absences. 


Arthur Graichen was elected as the new Treasurer and voters approved Theresa Caswell from part- 
time to full-time Director of the Gale Library. 


In April, long time Newton Fire Chief William Ingalls notified the Board that he would be retiring 
in October after a 50 year career in the fire service. The Board of Selectmen began an in-depth and 
rigorous recruitment process that lasted several months. The Board worked with a search 
committee made up of members of the Fire Department, Police Department and Town Residents. 
Over twenty candidates were screened resulting in the appointment of Chief John Alcaidinho as 
Newton’s new Fire Chief. The Board thanks Chief Ingalls for his many years of service to our 
town and we wish him the best in his retirement. 


Events 


There were many town sponsored events in 2014 designed to bring residents together. In May, 
Newton honored its men and women who died while serving, with the annual Memorial Day 


parade and ceremony. The ceremony highlighted Newton resident William Joseph Moisan, Jr, a 
decorated Veteran of World War II. 


In July, the Red Sox 2013 World Series victory tour stopped in Newton. Residents and their 
families were invited to the Memorial School to view the trophy and take pictures. 


In September, Newton celebrated “Town Day” with live music, exhibits, food and contests. There 
was even a dunk tank featuring a member of the Board of Selectmen. The festivities kicked off 
with the 4 annual Newton Memorial School 5k road race. Town Day 2014 was one of the most 
successful in recent years. 


Improvements 


The Board of Selectmen championed many projects to improve services and infrastructure. After 
many requests from residents, the Transfer Station voucher system was extended to give residents a 
full year to use their vouchers. The back-up generator at the Transfer Station was repaired and a 
new generator was installed at the Newton Junction Fire Station. The Board worked with the 
Historical Society to support the restoration of the barn at the Marshall House and the 80 year old 
stage curtains that hang at Town Hall. 
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Over the years the Board received many requests from residents to increase safety and security at 
Greenie Park and the Town Beach. The Board worked closely with the Recreation Commission to 
secure donations and other funding for security cameras. The cameras are set to be installed in the 
spring of 2015. 


New Challenges 


The Board worked with Town Departments and Committees to update and institute new policies, 
job descriptions and procedures. This is an on-going effort that is an important area of Risk 
Management for our town. One of the policies the Board of Selectmen adopted this year was a 
new Violence Prevention and Anti Bullying and Harassment Policy developed by the Safety 
Committee. 


Data has shown that a large amount of paper and ink is used to support the Board of Selectmen’s 
meetings. To help decrease this expense, the Board voted to go paperless for 2015. The Board has 
secured tablets for Selectmen to share documentation and eliminate the environmental and 
financial waste of using paper. 


We look forward to the challenges ahead in 2015 and hope to see you all on Tuesday March 10, 
2015 at Town Meeting to vote on all issues.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 
To the Residents and Taxpayers of Newton, 


We continue to be busy. As most people are now aware, heroin has had a significant impact on 
society in general and Newton has not been exempt. I think our proximity to the Merrimack 
Valley has something to do with it but, I also think the issue has no borders. We live in a free 
society and we cherish our rights and liberties and, we respect those of others. Drug use, for the 
most part, is a clandestine activity and the enforcement of illicit drug use therefore becomes a 
fine line between individual rights and the police role as “community caretakers.” Accordingly, 
drug enforcement is a delicate and sensitive area and police activity in this regard requires 
acquired skills. 


Over the past several years this department has focused its training on drug and drug related 
trainings and I believe we have had some impact. I’m not naive enough to think that drug 
activity will be eliminated here but, we do hear rumblings that our enforcement efforts have 
influenced people’s decisions to not openly “deal” here and not support their habits by 
burglarizing homes here. For the time being I believe that’s the most we can ask for. 


Our efforts have not been accomplished alone. For several years we have strived to develop a 
police department that carries a level of professionalism such that good people would want to 
stay in town. The taxpayers have recognized and supported our growth not just fiscally, but with 
a community buy-in of mutual respect. We continue to work on this philosophy and we 
welcome feedback to let us know how we can do better. 


I think “Facebook” has been a great means of communication for us but, it still doesn’t provide 
for complete and total feedback. Please don’t be afraid to pick the phone up and speak to me 
regarding any concerns. I will do my best to maintain your confidence and you can be assured 
anything commented on or discussed will not be an issue of retribution. This is your police 
department. 


After six years of State Accreditation we look forward to a national assessment team spending 
three (3) days in Newton in July, examining our files, reviewing our operations and speaking 
with residents concerning our application for National Accreditation with the Commission on 
Accreditation of Law Enforcement Agencies.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To The Citizens and Taxpayers of Newton: 


In 2014, the Fire Department saw the retirement of two long-time members, Chief William 
Ingalls with 50 years of service and Captain William Higgins with 28 years of 

service. Replacing the void created by the retirement of Chief Ingalls is Chief John Alcaidinho. 
Chief Alcaidinho came on in December and is the former Fire Chief of Dartmouth District One 
in Massachusetts. He has 33 years of experience in the fire service. 


The Newton Fire Department consists of 30 Paid-on-Call professionals staffing two fire stations, 
Central Fire Station located at 35 South Main Street and the Newton Junction Station located at 
29 West Main Street. The members of the department respond to all fire incidents, EMS calls 
and also provide Fire Prevention courses for the residents. 


There were no major incidents during the year however we did see an increase in call volume of 
20-25%, with just under 300 calls for the year. 


Once again, we are asking the town voters to support a fire department warrant article for the 
purchase of a 3,000 gallon tanker truck. The department has the majority of the money through 
its Capital Reserve Fund but needs a minimal amount (compared to the total cost) for the 
purchase. This will replace our 1983 tanker, which has been out of service since March 2014. 
The purchase of this tanker will give us an additional 3,000 gallons of water to use in the event 
of a fire. This is an important factor because Newton does not have a municipal water system 
with pressurized fire hydrants. 


On a safety note, the Fire Department would like to request that everyone display their house 
number. These numbers should be clearly visible from the street in reflective or contrasting color 
to the background. Common driveways should have a sign at the street, listing the numbers on 
that driveway. These numbers are available through the Newton Firefighters Association by 
calling the Fire Station at 603-382-8811. This could save someone’s life! 


In closing, we would like to thank the citizens and taxpayers of Newton for their continued 
support. It is our job to keep the town safe. This is a responsibility that we take very seriously. I 
would also thank the firefighters and officers (past and present) of this department for your time 
and effort to make this department what it is today.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State 
law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open 
burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271- 
2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season started in early April with the first reported fire on April 7th. April, which is 
the traditional start to our spring fire season, began very dry with unseasonably dry conditions 
continuing through the entire month. This dry pattern continued through the first half of May. 
80% of our reported fires this season occurred during this six week period. The largest fire was 24 
acres, occurring in the town of Tamworth. From mid May through early September, above 
average rainfall kept our total acreage burned statewide at 72 acres. This is the smallest amount of 
acreage burned statewide in several years. Late August through late September though brought a 
dry trend to northern areas, resulting in several deep-burning remote fires. Our fire danger days 
correlated well with the days that there were fires actually reported. The statewide system of 16 
fire lookout towers continues to operate on Class III or higher fire danger days. Our fire lookouts 
are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and 
accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented by the NH 
Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Many homes in New Hampshire are 
located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland 
fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2014 season threatened structures, and a few 
structures were burned, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. 
Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and 
maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional 
information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

There were no major incidents that occurred which 
is always a good place to be in. The town did see some small scale power outages, the longest 
outage lasted approximately four hours. The Town and its employee’s will continue to keep up the 
good work in 2015. 


I believe that in Emergency Management, one should always be proactive and not reactive. 
By doing this, the Town faces no incidents, and when we do face one, we are prepared to deal with 
it. The Emergency Management Department has obtained a Homeland Security Grant which will 
be used to update the Emergency Operations Plan. In 2015, the department will apply for a Grant 
that can be used to update the Hazardous Mitigation Plan. 


In 2014 the Seabrook Power Plant had their bi-annual drill with the Federal Government. I 
am pleased to say that the Emergency Response Team that our Town had in place that day did a 
wonderful job and achieved a score of an A+ from the State and Federal Government. I would like 


to thank each and every one of you that were a part of this drill and for making it so successful for 
our Town. 


The Emergency Management Department will continue to apply for grants from the State 
as needed in 2015. If approved, some of these Grants will be used to update some of our 
equipment. We will also be using the Grants for training purposes as well. 


The Emergency Management Department strives to be a great resource for our residents. If 
you have any questions regarding emergency preparedness, what to do when an event is 
approaching or have any other general questions or needs, please feel free to reach out to us. Along 
with the Local Emergency Planning Committee we promise to serve the Town of Newton and its 
residents to the best of our ability and look forward to serving you in the upcoming year.

In January, the Friends purchased two new HP desktop computer 
systems with Windows 8 operating system. We have all learned to navigate along within the 
system by practice and periodic technology workshops. 

They have also held book sales, bake sales, offered discounted movie packages, offered discounted 
entrance fees to York’s Wild Animal Kingdom, sold t-shirts, held their annual Christmas basket 
raffle, and much more. This year, the Friends and Library Trustees also represented the library 
during Newton Town Day in September. We are very grateful for all they do to promote the 
library with their enthusiasm and kindness! 


A donation of an automated external defibrillator was received this summer from the Newton Fire 
Department. Thank you to Fire Chief Ingalls for providing this safety device for our visitors. 
Staff members attended AED/CPR classes in July and First Aid classes in August with Michael 
Giordano. The device is centrally located near the fire alarm panel box for ease of accessibility. 


Building maintenance projects completed this year include the addition of two new energy 
efficient air conditioners, an upgrade of electrical service to 200 amp, the installation of a new 
LED outside lamp in the parking area, a hot water heater replacement, carpet cleaning, painting 
projects, landscaping projects, routine maintenance, and other various projects throughout the year. 
A structural engineer was consulted in November to inspect the fire exit stairway to ensure the 
integrity of the unit. It was necessary to discontinue usage of the second floor until the 
recommended repairs could be made.

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CABLE COMMITTEE 


2014 proved to be an important transitional year for the Cable Committee. Hiring Cable 
Consultant Chris Liquori provided valuable advice on how to best proceed with upgrading the 
cable equipment. First an evaluation of the current equipment took place and we took small steps 
to improve the quality of our programs such as purchasing wireless microphones. This small step 
helped achieve a better sound quality which was greatly needed when broadcasting town meetings. 


In 2015 the committee with the help of Consultant Liquori, will present to the Board of Selectmen 
a recommendation to update and improve the quality of the local access channel 20 for the town. 
This upgrade will be paid from the Cable Revolving Fund therefore there is no tax impact to the 
residents. Upgrades to the equipment will allow for the ability to live stream any meeting held in 
the Town Hall. For those who do not have Comcast, they would be able to view the meeting from 
a computer, smart phone or other internet device. Slide presentations would be incorporated into 
the live broadcast for it to be viewed in a TV broadcast quality versus point a camera at a screen 
which no one at home can read. This will be even more important as the Board of Selectmen plan 


on going paperless therefore viewing documents versus having a paper copy will become more of 
the norm. 


The committee continues to work on airing important meetings and historical presentations; send 
any suggestions or recommendations to cable@newtonnh.net.

ROAD AGENT 


This year, following along with the 2014 updated roadway condition evaluation the following 
improvements were completed: 


e Heath Street had 1800 feet of roadway reconstructed with a 2 inch binder. 
A.1.5 inch of topcoat will be completed in 2015. Two culvert upgrades 
were completed as a function of reconstructing the road: (1) 30 linear feet 
of 18 inch diameter (2) 30 linear feet of 24 inch diameter ADS pipe 

e Crane Crossing Road had 575 feet of roadway reconstructed with 40 
linear feet of 12 inch diameter ADS culvert 

e Steep Hill Road had a new catch basin installed with 30 linear feet of 8 
inch diameter ADS pipe to relieve flooding in the roadway 


Additionally in 2014, planning and permitting started for work to upgrade a 60 inch diameter 
culvert on Country Pond Road; work is scheduled to be completed in 2015.

Veteran Flags for the private Union Cemetery. 


For the first time that the current Trustees can remember, we experienced an act of vandalism at 
the Willow Grove Cemetery. The 4’ X 6’ pole flag was stolen. The unlawful removal of 
anything from a municipal cemetery is considered a felony and the Trustees will aggressively 
seek to identify and prosecute the perpetrators of any act of vandalism.

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RSA 674:39-aa — Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots 


If you own real estate lots that were involuntarily merged by municipal action, you may be able 
to have those lots restored to their pre-merger status. 


Lots involuntarily merged by a municipality (for zoning, assessing, or taxation purposes) prior to 
September 18, 2010 shall be restored to their pre-merger status at the request of the owner 
provided: 


> Request is made prior to December 31, 2016; and 

» No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged the lots; all subsequent owners estopped 
from requesting restoration. The municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that 
any previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. 


~ Requests for "un-merger" to be made to the local governing body, whose decisions may 
be appealed pursuant to RSA 676. 


~ The restoration of the lots to their pre-merger status shall not be deemed to cure any non- 
conformity with existing local land use ordinances. 


~ This notice must be continuously posted in a public place from January 1, 2012 to 
December 31, 2016. Each municipality shall also publish the same or similar notice in its 
2011 through 2015 annual reports.

I have submitted Warrant Article #13 for another Hazardous Waste Day in 2015 for $35,000 
with no tax impact to the residents. Please Note: This program will be one day only, for Newton 
Residents only. Please be sure to vote for this. Contamination of our environment is a very real 
threat through the improper disposal of household hazardous wastes and most treatment plants 
and leach fields are incapable of processing these chemicals. Landfill disposal poses the same 
risks and the result is the eventual contamination of our ground water, upon which everyone is 
dependent. Take the responsible action to protect your family's health and the health of your 
community. Taking these steps can reduce the risk of toxic substances getting into our ground 
and surface waters. 
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Safety is another concern at all Transfer Stations. Please slow down and obey the Stop Sign on the 
premises. Your Blue Newton Resident Sticker must be visible on the lower driver’s side 
windshield of your vehicle. Please... it is very helpful to tell us what you have when you arrive, 
especially if it is something other than your regular trash. All wood, brush, oil, tires, bulky trash, 
and electronics must be checked at the guard building entrance in order to be disposed of properly. 
All children under the age of twelve years old must stay in the vehicle, That is a NH State Law. 


Please concern yourself with what you throw away in your trash bags! Suspicious bags will be put 
to the side and cut open if need be! We must prevent the potential cause of fire, explosion, and 
contamination. These are serious violations and violators will be dealt with accordingly. Again, 
your cooperation is appreciated. We have a zero tolerance policy for irresponsible dumping!! 


When you use your voucher, please bring your picture ID with you. You cannot give your voucher 
to another resident as it has your name on it and remember your voucher allows for only one 8 foot 
pickup truck size bed. If your vehicle is OVER the 8 foot maximum, there is a charge and it will 
be priced accordingly. Please be prepared to unload your trailer, truck or vehicle and separating 
wood items from other items is always helpful. NO propane tanks, refrigerators, and AC units will 
be accepted until spring. The swap pile will also continue on in the spring. 


With large loads, we ask you to please give us at least a 15 minute courtesy before closing time as 
we have many residents who arrive at off hours. Also remember we are open... TUESDAY & 
THURSDAY 11:45 am - 6:45 pm, SATURDAY 7:45 am - 4:45 pm and SUNDAY 8:45 am -3:45 
pm.

All permits were issued in compliance with Town and State requirements. 


All concerns regarding potential health issues submitted to this office were addressed and the 
findings as well as the course of action were reported back to the Office of Selectmen. 


The 2014 annual water testing of Country Pond was conducted and was found to be acceptable by 
state standards. 

DES posts beach advisories when sample analyses result in bacteria levels are above the state 
standard, indicating the possible presence of disease-causing organisms, or a toxic cyanobacteria 
scum. These advisories are recommendations to the public to avoid water contact activities at the 
beach until further analyses reveal safe conditions. 

Residents should be aware of any postings at town access points. Should swimming be prohibited 
signs will be posted at the entrance to the town beach and public boat launching areas. Beach 
inspections will resume as of Memorial Day, 2015. 


Residents are once again encouraged to have their domestic water tested annually by a state 
certified lab. Some well water in New Hampshire may contain contaminants such as radon, 
uranium, and arsenic, which occur naturally in our bedrock. The NH Department of 
Environmental Services would suggest homeowners with private wells have the quality of their 
water tested periodically for a comprehensive roster of contaminants.

This department will continue to monitor State notification of positive test results and work 
closely with Town Officials and Dragon Mosquito to implement the best course of action to 
reduce the mosquito population. 


Please remember your first line of defense against WNV and EEE is Prevention 
Since State health officials continue to confirmed positive test results in various parts of the state 
for the WNV, EEE this past year, they strongly urge residents to eliminate mosquito-breeding 
opportunities around their homes this spring by taking the following steps: 


Remove all discarded tires. The used tire has become the most important domestic 
mosquito producer in the country. 

Dispose of tin cans, plastic containers, ceramic pots, or similar water holding containers. 
Drill holes in the bottom of recycling containers that are left out of doors. 

Make sure gutters drain properly. 

Clean and chlorinate swimming pools, outdoor saunas and hot tubs. If not in use keep 
empty and covered. 

Drain water from pool covers. 

Aerate ornamental pools or stock them with fish. Water gardens are fashionable but become 
major mosquito producers if they are allowed to stagnate. 

Turn over plastic wading pools when not in use. 

Turn over wheelbarrows and change water in birdbaths at least twice weekly. 

Eliminate any standing water that collects on your property. Use landscaping as needed. 

If outside during evening, nighttime, and dawn hours when mosquitoes are most active and 
likely to bite, children and adults should wear protective clothing such as long pants, long- 
sleeved shirts, and socks. 

Consider the use of an effective insect repellent, such as one containing DEET. A repellent 
containing 30% or less DEET (N,N-diethyl-methyl-meta-toluamide) for children and 
adults. Use DEET according to the manufacturer’s directions. Children should not apply 
DEET to themselves. Repellents that contain Picaridin or oil of lemon eucalyptus have 
also been determined to be effective. 
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Vitamin B, ultrasonic devices, incense, and bug zappers have not been shown to be 
effective in preventing mosquito bites.

DHHS Provides Recommendations on Food Safety During Power Outages 


Even if food doesn’t smell bad, and looks safe, it may have been out of a safe temperature range 
long enough to be contaminated with dangerous bacteria. A good rule to follow in this situation 
is, when in doubt, throw it out.” 

The US Department of Agriculture recommends taking the following steps during and after a 
weather emergency: 


Never taste food to determine its safety 

Keep the refrigerator and freezer doors closed as much as possible to maintain the cold 
temperature. 

The refrigerator will keep food safely cold for about 4 hours if it is unopened. 

Full freezers will hold the temperature approximately 48 hours (24 hours if it’s half full and 
the door remains closed). 

Food can be safely refrozen if it still contains ice crystals or is at 40 degrees F or below. 

Get block ice or dry ice to keep your refrigerator and freezer as cold as possible if the 
power is going to be out for an extended period of time. 

Discard refrigerated perishable food such as meat, poultry, fish, soft cheeses, milk, eggs, 
leftovers and deli items after 4 hours without power.

RECREATION COMMISSION 


Dear Fellow Residents, 


Your Recreation Commission once again sponsored a range of events and opportunities for our 
residents as well as focused on improving safety at our Town Parks. 


There were many events and opportunities for families, most especially with children. School 
vacation events, such as ice skating and roller skating on the February and April breaks, thanks 
to John Neveux, and for the first time also on the winter holiday vacation, were held. Discount 
tickets for Amesbury Sports Park snow tubing, for Canobie Lake and for Water Country were 
available through either the Town Hall or online. The Newton Baseball and Softball Association 
had an active program at Greenie Park, thanks to town maintenance of the fields and utilities. 
Sue Milner worked with the Girls Scouts to put on an Easter Egg Hunt and the Boy Scouts held a 
Halloween Party, with financial support from the Recreation operating funds. 


We attempted to outsource swim lessons at our Town Beach with the Regional YMCA, but the 
proposed contract language would not sufficiently protect the Town from potential liability. The 
beach was open to all residents for swimming, picnicking and play. The town's raft was 
vandalized two times during the year, and will no longer be able to be used, for safety reasons. 


Recreation looked at Adult Events as well. With funds from the Senior Warrant Article, the 
Recreation Commission held two popular events for our seniors, thanks to Mrs. Milner's efforts: 
a day trip to Castle in the Clouds and a trip to the North Shore Music Theatre for "Christmas 
Carol". Recreation offered a dinner-dance for Town Adults at the Haverhill Country Club which 
was not fully subscribed and had to be canceled. 


Selectman Matt Burrill arranged for Trophy Day, with a visit from the World Series Red Sox 
Trophy. We are all hoping this can be repeated in 2015 with other trophies! Mr. Burrill also 
worked to make Town Day a bigger and better event this year. 


A big focus for the Recreation Commission is making the town properties under its purview 
safer. Greenie Park has a lot of deferred maintenance. A comprehensive plan to redesign the 
park failed to garner the needed community support, so has been abandoned. Simultaneously, 
the Commission has received a donation of digital security cameras from Axis Communications, 
with the help of Diane Morin, Police Chief Larry Streeter, Road Agent Mike Pivero and 
Chairperson Annie Collyer, and is having them installed at the Town Beach and at Greenie Park 
in the Spring of 2015. Mr. Neveux initiated plans for redistributing the tons of sand at the Town 
Beach, and Ms. Collyer and Stephen St. Cyr are working on plans for redesigning the Greenie 
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Park playground for safe separation of play areas and safe fall zones, according to National 
Playground standards. 


Ms. Collyer has worked with the Sanborn Regional High School on various projects for the town 
and for Greenie Park including: trail signage and a trail map, roadside cleanup, and a plan for 
future parking expansion at Greenie Park. 


The Commission has available membership spots, and currently is operating with only 4 
members. Meetings are held 1-2 times a month, and community involvement and input is 
always welcome at our events and at our meetings.

ASSESSOR 


In 2014, the fourth of a five year project for data verification was completed. There were 400 
properties of the 2,029 that were visited to verify that the data that was currently on file in the 
Assessing Department was accurate. As an alternative to hiring an outside firm that lacks 
familiarity, which affects continuity, and due to fifteen (15) years of service to the Town as your 
Assessor, the data verification project was conducted in-house. 


In addition to the data verification process, providing information not only to property owners 
but to the general public of the available exemptions and credits that are offered by New 
Hampshire’s state law, in addition to understanding the Assessing process, continues to be of the 
upmost importance. 


In February of 2014, a presentation was held at the beautiful community center located in 
Sargent Woods, a 55 and Over Development off of Smith Corner Road here in Newton. If you 
have ever spoken to anyone that has attended this particular presentation, or any one of the 
several others that has been held over the years, they will tell you that being short on words when 
it comes to Assessing, I’m not. I enjoy meeting the Town residents and due to the nature of the 
Assessing process, my time spent speaking and educating on the many aspects of Assessing 
hopefully adds to the transparency of the process and increases awareness and trust on how one 
of your greatest assets is valued. 


If you prefer not to sit through or don’t have the time to attend one of the presentations there are 
other ways to receive information. By visiting the Town offices you are able to obtain 
information over the counter or via the public computer. In addition, the information is available 


on the Assessing webpage located at www.newtonnh-gov. Assessment record cards are also 
available online at no charge. 


2015 will be an extremely busy year for the Assessing Department. As part of the five (5) year 
process assessments will be updated through the Statistical Update process and exemptions and 
credits will be reviewed as part of the Assessment Review. During the Assessment Review a 
DRA Monitor will be auditing the Assessing records to verify that the Town has all 
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documentation on file and are applying the criteria properly. Due to this, the Assessing 
Department is in the process of mailing worksheets to re-qualify everyone currently receiving the 
Elderly and Disabled Exemption. Others receiving an exemption or credit, in current use or 
conservation easement, and/or tax exempt may also receive a letter requesting additional 
information. Having all required documentation is crucial to the Town passing Certification. If 
you happen to receive a request from the Town for information, thank you in advance for 
completing and providing the information in a timely manner. 


In conclusion, I will reiterate that my door is always open and I welcome anyone with questions, 
concerns or comments. I also want to thank the Town of Newton for the opportunity to be your 
Assessor since the year 2000.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Committee remains very active. Our committee is comprised of volunteers 
that are appointed by the Board of Selectmen. According to state law, it is our responsibility to 
protect the natural resources of the town. The New Hampshire RSA 36-A directs us to “conduct 
researches into our local land and water areas” and “seek to coordinate the activities of unofficial 
bodies organized for similar purposes”. Our membership is made up of six regular members, 
three alternates, and one Selectmen Ex-Officio representative. We are very fortunate that our 
commission has a wide range of knowledge concerning wildlife, vegetation, shoreline and 
wetland soil issues. Their innovative ideas, positive energy and endless contributions of time 
have been an asset to our town in protecting our natural resources. I thank the entire commission 
and their families for always being there and commend their ability to think out of the box to 
accomplish the tasks we are presented with. 


This commission has the important assignment concerning the proper utilization and protection 
of the natural resources and of watershed resources, including but not limited to shoreline 
protection, wet soil issues, site walks (when responding to citizen concerns), and endangered 
species protection. We continue to work with the State Wetland Bureau concerning any issues in 
our town as well as our input on all Dredge & Fill permit applications as well as Sand and Gravel 
Excavations as stated in RSA 155-E-3. The Scenic Roads in town also come under the charge of 
this Commission, as described in RSA 231:157 and RSA 231:158. The list of Scenic Roads are: 
Gale Village Road, Currierville Road, Maple Avenue, Goulds Hill Road, Heath Street, Bartlett 
Street, Thornell Road and Town Hall Road. 


The Commission is available to assist with any community or school event. We have created a 
slide show that can be used to educate our residents and our youth on Newton Conservation and 
Recreational Land. We appreciate your help with our land and welcome your input at our 
meetings. The public is encouraged to use and enjoy this open space. The Commission has 
responded to wetland complaints and conducted multiple site walks to assist residents in 
protecting the wetlands and the habitat. We also have the ability to purchase properties with no 
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tax impact to the residents. If you have a parcel that may be a good fit for the Conservation 
Commission to purchase, please contact us for a meeting to discuss potential tax benefits for 


selling a property to the Town through the Conservation Commission under the RSA 36-A 
Statute. 


The conservation easement on Hidden Acres Farm, located on Thornell Road is being monitored 
according to the Bylaws of the Stewardship Committee. This is a wonderful piece of Newton 
History that we have the ability to protect. 


Just as a head’s up for 2015, we will be conducting a selected cut on various Conservation 
owned properties in order to maintain the integrity of our town properties and to create a diverse 
habitat. In addition to this we will be doing more property maintenance, mowing, brush cutting 
and trimming on the Busch Farm which is located on Rte 108, north of New Boston Road. Asa 
reminder there is “No Hunting on the Bush Property” and this is clearly noted on the sign at the 
entrance. 


We are looking for resident participation on Earth Day April 22, 2015. Please contact the 
Conservation commission if you are willing to assist as an individual or co-ordinate a group 
effort for “Road Side Clean Up”. We will supply the trash bags. Please call 603-382-4405 ext 
17 to leave a message for Earth Day Trash Bags. 


In addition to this, we will be holding a Manure Workshop and a Storm Water Management 
Workshop in 2015. Please watch for updates on this by signing up for Town Newsletters. 


This committee will be meeting on the first and third Thursdays of each month with the 
exception of June and July when we will meet on June 4" and July 16". The meetings are held 
in the rear of the Town Hall at 7:30pm. AIl meetings are open to the public, and we encourage 
anyone that is interested to attend. Feel free to log onto to the town web site at 
http://www.newton-nh.gov for access to minutes of our meetings.

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NEWTON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


In 2014 the Newton Historical Society celebrated the 43rd anniversary of its founding in 1971. 
The society was officially incorporated two years later in 1973. 


# The major project of accessioning / cataloging our documents, photos and artifacts into a 
computer program has been brought up to date. The accessioning process is complex and time 
consuming. Obviously this will be an ongoing process as we continually receive new artifacts. 


The vast majority of these artifacts are on display at the Primary School Museum and the 
Marshall House Museum. 


#% The Fall Festival fund raiser was again held in mid October, on a lovely fall evening, hosted 


and sponsored by the Merrimac Savings Bank. This is the only fund raising event held by the 
society. 


The building was filled to capacity, just under sixty attendees, and everyone enjoyed not only 
the wine, non-alcoholic beverages and cheese and finger food selections, but also the many 
documents, albums and artifacts on display and slide presentations. 


Again, this year’s attendance saw a good representation of residents, society sponsors and 
town and state elected officials. In attendance were members of the Board of Selectmen, 
Planning Board, Trust Fund Trustees, Gale Library Trustees, Cemetery Trustees, Town 
Administration, Conservation Commission, Police Dept., Emergency Mgmt. and State 
Representatives. 


This year’s festival was the most financially successful in the eight years we have been 
conducting the event. Thanks to all our sponsors and attendees. 


# For the fourth consecutive year the society conducted a Christmas tree lighting ceremony. The 
event took place on Sunday Dec. 7 at the Primary School Museum. Like past years, the adults 
and children enjoyed cookies and hot chocolate. Santa Claus and his Elf were also on hand to 
hear what the children were hoping to get for Christmas. Photos were taken of the children and 
emailed to the parents that requested them. 


Four historical type presentations were held at the town hall. “Old times will prevail”, about 
fiddle contests; “Spirits of the Granite State”; Abe & Mary Todd Lincoln, the long and short of 
it” and “Winning the war and shaping the peace after the Civil War” All were very entertaining 
and very well attended. Three presentations have already been scheduled for 2015. 


As was done last year, all donations received at the presentations are matched by the society 
and given to the Newton Food Pantry. 


# In 2014 the society launched its own standalone web site. newtonhistoricalsociety.org. 0The 
site has a vast amount of information about the society as well as a number of slide shows 
depicting our activities over past years. 
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% We also put together a slide show presentation for the Newton Cub Scout Pack # 91. It 
contained shows about Newton’s current buildings and locations and what they looked like 75 
or 100 years ago. There was also a segment on train wrecks in Newton over the years. The 
train wrecks were a big hit with the kids. 


We are currently working on a similar presentation for the Social Studies department at the 
Newton Middle School. That program will be more expansive and contain five separate 
historical presentations within it. 


# In addition to the Stage Curtain Restoration project shown on the cover of this report; the 
society also completed a major repair of the barn at the Marshall House Museum. The barn 
had deteriorated to a point where it was unsafe and we had to remove the artifacts stored in the 
barn, which included our three historic horse drawn carriages. Many boards & beams had 
rotted over the past 45 years and needed replacing. The second floor had also begun to “sag”. 
In addition to replacing walls, we had to insert a large beam to support the second floor. Here 
are several “before” & “after” photos of the project.

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A SAFE PLACE 


A Safe Place is requesting funding in the amount of $2,500 for 2015 to continue our free direct 
services, counseling, emergency shelter services, as well as our community educational outreach 
and help with defraying the rising costs associated with the increased need to provide services 
users (clients) with basic emergency needs. Over the years, many Newton residents have called 
and knocked on the doors of A Safe Place for information, referral and emergency assistance. 


From July 1, 2013 — June 30, 2014, A Safe Place served 9 people from Newton with 12 
dependent children, and provided 22 units of service (each unit of service represents 15 
minutes of time). We also provide educational presentation’s to students in both middle and 
high school in order to help youth learn to develop healthy teen relationships. 


All the services provided at all sites of A Safe Place are free and confidential. 

A Safe Place has been providing Free and Confidential Domestic Violence Support Services for 
over 30 years. The Portsmouth, Rochester, Salem and Shelter sites of A Safe Place provide 365 
days a year, 24-hour Emergency Shelter and Hotline Services, as well as a range of support 
services to victims of domestic abuse in the 48 cities and towns of Rockingham and Strafford 
Counties. We do not receive any 3“ party payments for our services. 


As advocates, we work with our service users to prepare a safety plan and refer them if needed, 
to our undisclosed 24-hour emergency shelter. We also assist our service users in obtaining both 
Temporary and Permanent Restraining Orders and accompany them to courts and police stations 
to do so. We provide 1 on 1, in-person and 24 hour telephone crisis counseling as well as on- 
going support groups. All sites assist our service users with access to legal and social services 
and transportation and / or accompaniment to related appointments and emergency rooms, if 
needed. Each site has the ability to give direct financial assistance to victims in the form of 
modest gift certificates to grocery stores, pharmacies, gas stations, and department stores. For 
victim’s safety, we pay locksmith costs associated with changing locks. In addition, we provide 
clothing and toiletries; household items and other everyday necessities. 


Our advocates understand both the emotional and physical toll it takes on the victim, their 
families, as well as the community. It is critical that we maintain the ability to respond via direct 
services to the residents of Newton that seek both our emergency and long term services. Our 
presence has been critical over the years in serving populations that face abuse no matter what 
their age, economic status, or gender. 


We wish to continue to offer refuge, support and other services to the residents of Newton, 
especially during these hard economic times when there is a rise in Domestic Violence. We 
hope you will continue to join us in breaking the cycle of violence.

The Nutrition Program provides hot noon lunches at the Vic-Geary Center in Plaistow on 
Greenough Road, 5 days per week and through that Center delivers meals to those local residents 
who are homebound. An average client may receive 250 meals per year, with blizzard bags for 
winter storm coverage and holidays; or considerably more, 640 meals per year if his/her situation 
warrants delivery of evening and/or weekend meals. We have been serving Newton residents 
since 1979, providing a ready hot meal and safety services for those who are in need, on an 
ongoing basis Monday — Friday, all year.

VIC GEARY CENTER 


The Vic Geary Center serves as a senior center for nine towns: Atkinson, Danville, Hampstead, 
Kingston, East Kingston, Newton, Newton Junction, Plaistow and Sandown. The following 
information will provide some insight into the diverse activities and services offered to the senior 
citizens of your community. 


The Rockingham Nutrition & Meals on Wheels Program operates from the Center, at no cost to 
them, 5 days per week providing a hot noon meal in the dining room and Meals on Wheels to 
homebound clients in the nine towns. Frozen weekend and holiday meals are provided and 
meals comprised of shelf-stable items are provided for bad weather when delivery is impossible. 
Special meal celebrations for Mother’s Day, Father’s Day, Easter, Halloween, Thanksgiving 
Christmas, summer picnic, lobster specials and other holidays are well attended by approximately 
120-150 persons from the nine towns on each occasion. Several area senior organizations 
regularly meet free of charge at the Vic Geary. A wide variety of day bus trips were offered and 
enjoyed by many area seniors this past year. Monthly teas, some sponsored by the Vic Geary 
Center include refreshments and raffles. Entertainers such as the Salem Senior Singers and Boot 
Scootin Boomers also entertain the seniors throughout the year. A van and driver provides daily 
transportation for those seniors wishing to attend clinics, meals and special events at the Center. 


Throughout the year, monthly blood pressure and twice a month foot care clinics are held at the 
center by Rockingham Visiting Nurses. Other clinics such as hearing and sight, safe driver and 
home safety are conducted regularly by area physicians and safety personnel. AARP tax 
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preparation is offered on a yearly basis. Informative guest speakers on subjects of interest such 
as financial planning, prescription programs, diet and other topics are invited throughout the 
year. Fitness classes, bingo, card and board games, knitting group and arts and crafts are daily 
recreational activities offered at the Center. The WIC program now distributes surplus food 
monthly from the Vic Geary to income eligible area seniors and other area residents. 


The building is rented to private individuals and groups. Several non-profit organizations hold 
their meetings at the Vic Geary, including the Knights of Pythians and the Plaistow Lions. 
Rental income is used for improvements to the building as well as contributing to the recent 
increases for fuel and electricity. 


Wal-Mart, Home Depot, the Plaistow Lions and various caring individuals all deserve a big 
round of thanks for the support and donations of time and materials that they give to the Vic 
Geary Senior Center and its seniors. 


Organization Purpose 

The purpose of the Vic Geary Center is to provide a pleasant, comfortable, safe gathering place 
for all senior citizens to congregate, share a nutritious noon meal, participate in recreational and 
social activities, to provide necessary services such as blood pressure, foot & flu clinics, and 
distribute surplus food stuffs. 


The Vic Geary Center is a non-profit organization, operating under the auspices of a Volunteer

WEST NILE VIRUS / EEE 


Last year, the snowy winter gave way to a dry spring. Dry conditions continued all summer and 
into the fall. The late season mosquito population was low but the species found in our traps were 
all potential carriers of Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE). EEE was found in 18 mosquito batches 
trapped in ten towns including Newton, Kingston, Danville and Hampstead. New Hampshire had 
more EEE than any other state with three human cases occurring in the towns of Conway, 
Hopkinton and Manchester. Two of the three cases resulted in death. A mule in Candia, a horse in 
Nottingham and one in Sanbornton contracted EEE. One mosquito pool from the town of 
Greenland tested positive for West Nile Virus (WNV). 
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A new mosquito borne disease making the news is Chikungunya. It has spread throughout the 
Caribbean where infected tourists have brought it back to the US. Currently, there are nearly a 
million cases worldwide. Symptoms include fever, joint pain, headache, muscle pain, joint 
swelling and rash. There is no cure and it is rarely fatal. Centers for Disease Control expect this 
disease to become established in this country. Unlike EEE and WNV, a mosquito can bite an 
infected person and pass Chikungunya along to an uninfected person. The mosquitoes that carry 
this disease currently do not live in NH. You can read more at the following web site: 
http://www.cde.gov/chikungunya/ 


Adult mosquitoes were monitored at four locations throughout town. Over 11,500 mosquitoes 
were collected in light traps, identified to species, and select species were sent to the State Lab in 
Concord where they are tested for diseases. One batch of mosquitoes collected in Newton tested 
positive for EEE in 2014. Dragon has identified 156 larval mosquito habitats in the Town of 
Newton. Crews checked larval habitats 328 times throughout the season. There were 55 sites 
treated to eliminate mosquito larvae. In addition, 288 catch basin treatments were made to combat 
disease carrying mosquitoes. Spraying to control adult mosquitoes was conducted at the schools, 
Greenie Park, Willow Grove Trailer Park and Packer Meadows Senior Housing last season. 


The proposed 2015 Mosquito Control plan for Newton includes trapping mosquitoes for disease 
testing, sampling wetlands for larval mosquito activity, larviciding where mosquito larvae are 
found, efficacy monitoring, and emergency spraying when a public health threat exists. The 
control program begins in April when mosquito larvae are found in stagnant water such as red 
maple and cedar swamps, ditches, and woodland pools. Trapping adult mosquitoes begins in July. 
The mosquito control program ends in October when temperatures drop and daylight diminishes. 


Homeowners can reduce the number of mosquitoes in their yard by emptying any outdoor 
containers that hold standing water such as buckets, trash barrels, and boats. Tires collect enough 
water for mosquitoes to survive. It is also a good idea to change the water in bird baths every two 
or three days. 


Residents who do not want their wetlands treated may use our No-Spray Registry online at 
www.DragonMosquito.com/No-Spray-Registry or write to Dragon Mosquito Control, P.O. Box 
46, Stratham, NH 03885. Be sure to include your name, physical address, phone number, and a 
description of your property with boundaries. Otherwise, your property may be treated. If you 
submitted a request in 2014, then you may contact the office to reaffirm your request. Inquiries 
may be emailed to info@dragonmosquito.com or call the office at 734-4144.
